eived his early education at Eton—< 
tide he proce¢ edto Aa Wels in 
France, where he went throug! i his 
exerciles, at that celebraied mititary 
academy, of which MN.

We Cread the ifue of the firft at- 
tacks, doubting that the Spaniards will be 
unable to cope with the French marching 
in large bodies, and of courfe horror and 
devaltation will accompany their march, 
Fut it is in vain that Bonaparte marches 
with an immenie army ; he can fecure the 
country only within a few miles of it, 
Whenever he fubdivides It, for tlie purpofe 
of keeping in order the remoter PrOVINCES, 
his detachments muft becut of. The fitu- 
ation of Spain, as we are their alles, and 
have the command of the fea, is particu- 
larly favourable to the warfare to be carri- 
ed on by the inhabitants.
